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DETAILED ACTION 

1. In response to the Amendment filed on November 26, 2003, claims 1-27 have been 
cancelled and the newly added claims 28-43 are pending, 

Election/Restriction 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claim(s) 28-33, 42 and 43, drawn to the programmable training device for 
instructing a user on the appropriate medical steps for the operation of an 
automatic external defibrillator device, classified in class 607, subclass 5. 

II. Claim(s) 37-41 , drawn to the training electrode for use with a CPR manikin and 
an interactive AED training device, classified in class 434, subclass 265. 

III. Claim(s) 34-36, drawn to the interactive electronic/defibrillator training device for 
obtaining indirect information about a simulated patient's condition from an 
operator, classified in class 434, subclass 262. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, n and III are prima facie independent and distinct inventions due to their 

recitations of distinct and specific structures. Invention I is directed to the structure of the 
programmable training device for instructing a user on the appropriate medical steps for the 
operation of an automatic external defibrillator device. Invention II is directed to the structure of 
the training electrode pad. Invention III is directed to the structure of the interactive 
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electronic/defibrillator training device for obtaining indirect information about a simulated 
patient's condition from an operator. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and has acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
